Our Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs 
in that part, Conjun@ly, and Severally, Specially, Con- 
ſtitute, Greeting : For as much, as by a Proclamation of 
the Date the twelfth Day of July, one thouſand fix hun- 
dred ninety five Years; The Rate of the Silver Scots 
Crown. Piece was raiſed to three Pound fix Shiling, and its Fractions propor- 
tionally £ Which Rates were then judged expedient ; But it being now found 
Juſt and Reaſonable, That the ſaids Species of Money be Reduced, and ſhould 
paſs at no greater Rate than as they were appointed to paſs by the AR of 
Parliament, one thouſand fix hundred eighty fix 3 Ordaining the ſamen to be 
E.-:ined / Therefore We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy- Council, 
Have thought fit to Cry down the ſaids Silver Crown. Pieces Coined in Scot- 
land, the Fourty ShillingePiece, Twenty Shilling-Piece, Ten Shilling · Piece, 
and Five Shilling · Piece to the ſaid former Rate of three Pound, ſourty Shil- 
ling, twenty Shilling, ten Sbilling, and five Shilling reſpeFiv? : And Ordaing 
the ſamen only to paſs at the ſaids Rates OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, 
and We Charge you ſtridly, and Command, That incontinent theſe Our 
Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh and to the Mercat- Crofles 
ot the remanent Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires, and Stewartries within 
this Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclamati- 
on, make lutimation hereof, that none pretend Ignorance 3 and Ordains theſe 

preſents to be Printed.
